First she will entertain some 
American friends, and during their stay the 
American flag will fly from the turret of tha 
castle; then will coma the English and French 
guests, then the Germans, the Italians, the 
flag of each nation flying from the castle top as 
long as that nation's people are her guests. 


Attached to the castle is twenty-three acres 


of park, with fountains, winding walka and 
beautiful shade trees.

Biguor Nicolini being fond of the sport 
The black Russian cobs are the favorite 
horses of Mme. Patti, she handling the reins 
with great dexterity.

The horses 
and carriages are always at their disposal, and 
it is a curious sight when the whole household 
of guests turn out for their afternoon drive.

The Postal Note System. 


The Continent 


Within a few months— July at the earliest 


and September at the latest— tha American 
citizen will have the opportunity of trying a 
new method of transmitting small sums of 
money through the mails. He may, for in- 
stance, ask the local postmaster for a 82.50 
postal note, and will hand him $2.58. In re- 
turn he will receive a alip of paper, about the 
size of a 'greenback, " at the left of which will 
be printed three columns of figures, one rep- 
resenting dollars, one dimes, and one cents. In 
other columns are years, months and days. 
The postmaster will punch out from this slip 
figures representing $8.50, and the year, 
month and day on which the note is purchased. 
The bearer of this note ia entitled to receive 
the sum specified on presenting it, properly 
endorsed, at the office where it la made payable. 
The system in not so eafe aa the post- 
order or the registered letter, but it is cheaper, 
and involves a minimum of red-tape 
No ap- 


plication is necessary, as the note is bought ae 
easily as a postage-stamp, may be slipped into 
an envelope, ana forwarded to its destination 
without the frequently tedious delay necessi- 
tated by waiting for forms to be nllea and num 
bera to be registered. It will, in short, almost 
take the place of the dost and lamented frac- 
tional currency, which was so convenient 
when one wished to send fractional parts of a 
dollar to a correspondent A similar system 
has been iu use ia Great Britain for two years, 
and dunng the aecond of these years notes to 
the amount of over ten million dollars were 
sold at the different offices of the United King- 
dom. 
The postal note will not do away with 


the money order system, which has been 
somewhat modified and cheapened, and which 
will no doubt bo as largely used aa ever in the 
transmission of larger sums.

Happenings at the National Capital— 


That Texas Robbery—Acci-

NEW YUIIK. May D.*—An Englishman now 
im this nil y. who has served his govern- 
ment in uii important post, siud yesterday: 
"I do not think inat the extradition of 
Sbsrkiiiii and Walsh will be asked for. The 
be«t possible reason for this ia that the Kn- 
gliih 
government, with 
the beat legal 


counsel in the world,* will not «»k for any- 
thing which it is unlikely to obtain. Then 
tho case ia very similar to«everal In which 
the English goverment bus refused extradi. 
tion. No man familiar With American af- 
fairs will believe tbnttbe extradition would 
be granted if it were asked for.'' 
The British consul-general said tbat no 


Instrui'tioiiH had been received from his 
government in this matter, and that he had 
never been instructed to put any of the in- 
dicted men under surveillance. 
"In tbe statement true," a reporter 


asked 
Consul 
Edwards 
last evening, 
"th:it the British conspiracy was unearthed 
on this side of the water, and that the 
name* of the conspirators were sent from 
here?" 
•'Itimiottrue," Mr. 
Edwards said, 
"that the numen of 
all the conspirators 


were sent from here, though several wer«. 
It is true to a great extent that the conspir- 
uov was unearthed here. An 
immense 


mass of information was volunteered to us 
liv Irishmen, and the great

Another Important Arrest. 


It was learned last evening that on 


Thursday one of Pinkerton's detectives 
visited Niantic, in this county, and left 
that town that night for Chicago, taking 
with him a carpenter 
named Frank 


Hobbs, who is wanted in Chicago to 
identity a man in custody there who is 
supposed to be one ot the fiends who 
committed the triple murder near Mt. 
Pulaski last summer. On the day after 
the murder Hobba was engaged in erect- 
ing a farm house west of Niantic, and 
while he was at work, a stranger, seem- 
ingly in a hurry and somewhat Hushed 
and excited, came along and inquired the 
way to Springfield. Hobbs had a good 
look at theman, and the information he 
desired was promptly given. The murder 
was not then discovered, and of course 
Hobba had no cause for suspicion that 
anything so terrible had transpired in 
that vicinity. The Pinkerton detective 
refused to give the name of the man in 
custody for prudential reasons. 
The 


detective learned in some way that Hobbs 
had seen the man referred to, and he got 
the carpenter to describe the part}', which 
he did, the description tallying with the 
appearance of the prisoner. A photo- 
graph of the prisoner was also shown 
Hobbs, and he at once said: "That's the 
man I saw that day." The Pinkertons 
have photographs of all parties supposed 
to be in any way connected with the 
butchery, and they have been working on 
the case unceasingly since the terrible 
revelation. The man Ferriss, now in jail 
at Lincoln, charged with complicity in 
the crime, will make an effort to regain 
his liberty next week by means of a writ 
of habecti corpus.

Dora Tlmmons' Singular Affliction. 
The little girl, Dora Timmons, whose 


death was announced in yesterday's RE- 
PUBLICAN to have occurred near Niantic 
on the 2d, was singularly afflicted. On 
the 7th of March, 1882, a large ovarian 
tumor was taken from her by the Drs, 
Chenqweth and Clark. From this opera- 
tion she recovered entirely and was 
healthy and stout, until, about the first of 
November iu a play at school she was 
hart by being thrown against a bench. 
Dr. Bice saw her shortly after and de- 
tected a growth in her bowels, which 
proved to be a tumor which had started 
from where the first tumor had been at- 
tached to the bowels. This growth waa 
removed by the Drs. Chenoweth and Bice 
on the 29th day of December. From this 
operation the child entirely recovered, 
bat a third tumor began to develop about 
the middle of February, and this time the 
doctors were not willing to operate, as 
they thought if even successful, as the 
other operations had been, it would not 
afford the child a chance for its lite. And 
as they said, fnrthe*, "If the child died 
shortly after, its death would be charged 
to the operation, and other persons be 
discouraged who might be saved by sub- 
mitting to a like operation." 


The above facts we learned from parties 


well acquainted with the circumstances.

yet to be selected to prepare for the day:

J. W. Graves, George S. Durfee, F. M. 
Cox, Florence McOarty, C. M. Imboden, 
J. M. Blythe and A. C. Stevens. A mass 
meeting of citizens is now in order to 
name a committee to assist the veterans 
in their memorial efforts. 


In this connection we are furnished the 


following general address to patriotic 
people for publication: 


GENERAL OBDEB8 NO. 10. 


HEADQUABTEBS G. A. OF THEB. / 
OMAHA, NBR, APBIL 14,1883.

1. In compliance with the rules and 
regulations ot the Grand Army ot the 
Republic, Wednesday, May 30th will be 
observed as Memorial Day. 
The National Encampment adopted a 


resolution at its session at Baltimore de- 
claring that this holy day should be call- 
ed Memorial and not Decoration Day. 


2. I earnestly request all ministers and 


priests of every denomination to deliver 
appropriate sermons or lectures, calling 
attention to the duties of the day—the 
sacrifices made and the lessons taught— 
on Sunday, May 27th. I hereby command 
Posts of the Grand Army of the Republic 
to attend said services, in uniform. In 
cities and vilages where it will be practi- 
cable, I recommend union services, 
3. I recommend that the Grand Army 


take especial steps to secure the presence 
and aid of the children and youth of the 
country to the ceremony of strewing 
flowers, and otherwise honoring the dead, 
and to that end I hope tnat all the pub- 
lic and private schools, colleges and acad- 
emies will be closed. 
4. Let the hand of Fraternity and 


Charity be extended to the widows and 
orphans of our dead heroes. Seek them 
out; distinguish them from all otherp, and 
teach them that on this day the Grand 
Army mourns with them the loss of the 
precious ones whom they gave to save the 
nation. 


5. I recommend that the loyal women 


of the nation be invited to aid in the 
work. They will toil with willing hands 
and grateful hearts. Though others may 
have forgotten the dead, the women have 
never ceased to remember them and 
treasure in their pnre hearts their heroic 
services. 


6. The marvelous growth of the order 


throughoiit the country will be a new in- 
centive to us to see that no grave is neg- 
lected. I trust every spot where a soldier 
lies buried will bestrewn with the flowers 
of spring time, and urge the Posts of the 
Grand Army to take immediate steps to 
remove every soldier's remains from the 
Potter's field or paupers' burying ground 
and reiiiter them in Grand Army grounds. 
We cannot perform this ceremony in the 
proper manner unless we have done onr 
duty to the living and the dead. 


7. "With Malice towards Mne and 


Charity for all," let us unite in this sacred 
duty. Let the choicest, fairest and most 
fragrant flowers be culled, and the solt 
white hands of the loyal women of the 
land entwine the wreathe and fashion the 
cross and crown, dropping here and 
there, like the dew, a tear tor the dead. 
Let the choicest gardens be desolated 
that the memory of the Union soldier may 
not wither. We will lift once more the 
curtain that hides the dark past, and see 
our fallen martyrs die for liberty. They 
gave their lives a cheerful sacrifice. They 
died in the hospital on beds of caiu be- 
fore the flag was torn with shot and shell; 
on the battle field in the fierce madden- 
ing charge; on the picket line under the 
leafy trees close to the babbling brook; in 
the prison-pen where DO pitying voice 
waa heard, and no hand reached out to 
save; in the swamps, fleeing from a fate 
worse than death, and some went down 
in the mighty deep where the wild waves 
lash ceaslessly over their bones. Many 
sleep in graves marked unknown, but the 
loving hearts and eager hands of a grate- 
ful people will oast flowers upon the soft 
greensward that covers their dust. Let 
the gates of all the cemeteries in the land 
open and their guardians render all the 
aid hi their power in this noble work. 


Comrades, a few short veare fleeting 


swiftly by, and our children will be call- 
ed upon to perform this duty. Let us so 
live that the lessons of memorial day will 
be imprinted upon their hearts, and they 
will willingly take up the work where 
our palsied hands have left it, and per- 
petuate for all time to come the touching 
ceremony we have inaugurated.
